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In the Illinois public community colleges, 
disadvantaged student grant funds are allocated by formula, with each 
eligible college district receiving a basic grant of $20,000, and the 
remaining appropriation distributed to ^ach district based on the 
number of credit hours produced in the remedial and adult basic and 
secondary education funding categories. In fiscal year (F7) 1987, the 
total grant allocation to the colleges was $7,566,000. The 38 
Illinois community college districts reported a total of 246,739 
students who received support services, representing a total of 
1,037,768 contact hours of special instruction and support services. 
Tutoring was the most heavily used support service, followed by 
testing and evaluation and educational/career counseling. The total 
number of contact hours reflects an increase of 55% over the number 
of contact service hours provided in the previous year, though the 
total number of students served decreased from 294,954 in F7 1986. 
disadvantaged student grants provided 53,967 contact hours of adult 
basic education, adult secondary education, English as a Second 
Language, and remedial instruction and support services. Literacy 
development programs were attended by 10,630 individuals who did not 
read or who read below the fifth-grade level. Sixteen districts 
reported having developed support programs especially for minority 
students, with the major services provided being tutoring and 
counseling. Salaries and benefits constituted approximately 72% of 
the total expenditures, with the second highest cost of the grant 
programs being in administration. The disadvantaged student grant has 
become a major source of funding through which colleges provide the 
special services needed by academically disadvantaged students to 
succeed in their chosen program of study. Tables providing data by 
college are appended.

pmi: The Illinois Community College Board is authorized to distribute 
disadvantaged student grant funds to each Illinois public community cSuego 
district m accordance with Section 2-16 of the Act. The grant program is 
intended to provide funding for ser,rices and courses that assist educationally 
and socially disadvantaged and handicapped students to adapt to a college 
environment designed for the non-disadvantaged. These funds are allocated by 
formula with each eligible college district receiving a basic grant of $20,000 
per college, and the remaining, appropriation distributed to each district 
based on the number of credit hours produced in the remedial, adult basic, and 
adult secondary education courses the second past year. In fiscal year 1987, 
the total grant allocation to these community colleges was $7,566,000. 

This report includes only the instruction and support services funded through 
the disadvantaged student grants at the colleges. Community colleges provide 
many other programs and services designed for disadvantaged students. Many of 
these programs are funded with general college funds while others are funded 
with other special grants. For example, most colleges receive special grants' 
through the Carl Perkins Vocational Educational Act designed to provide 
services to special needs students. in addition. State Community College 
receives resources" equivalent to the disc .vantaged student grant in its 
regular state appropriation. The programs and services provided by the 
colleges through these other sources of funding and the related expenditures 
are not included in this report. Hence, the reader must keep in mind that 
only a portion of the colleges' programs and services for disadvantaged 
students are reflected in this report. 



Support Services Provided 

Services provided through this grant include peer and professional tutoring 
educational and career counseling, testing/evaluation, referrals to external 
agencies, and other direct support services, e.g., readers for the blind and 
notetakers/ interpreters for the d-^af. These services, targeted for a special 
population, are designed to assist students in achieving thsir educational 
objectives. Table 1 presents the summary of support services provided through 
the disadvantaged student grant for fiscal year 1987. 

The 38 Illinois community college districts that participated in the 
disadvantaged student grant program reported serving 246,739 students. This 
number represents a duplicate count because many students received more than 
one type of service. Of the 38 districts, 35 used the grant to provide 
tutoring, 26 districts used these resources for educational and career 
counseling, 29 used the funds for testing and evaluation, 23 used funds for 
making referrals to external agencies, and 25 expended the funds for other 
direct support services.

Of the variety of services available to students, the most frequently utilized 
service was tutoring, with over 84.000 students being served. Testing and 
evaluations, and educational/career counseling were the second and third most 
frequently utilized services, respectively. 

The total number of contact hours (1,037,768) reflects an increase of 
55 percent over the number of contact service hours (670,369) provided in the 
previous year. In fiscal year 1987, colleges concentrated their efforts in 
offering tutoring and educational/career counseling services. These two 
services combined comprised 77 percent of the total contact service hours 
provided to students. Contact service hours per student for tutoring and 
educational/career counseling were 6.5 and 4.1, respectively. These figures 
far exceed those for the two categories in the previous year (i.e., 2.9 and 
1.6). (Tables A-1 and A-2 provide a breakdown of the number of students 
served and contact service hours for each service by institution.) 

Table 2 compares the number of students who have received support services 
from fiscal year 1984 to fiscal year 1987. The total numjier of students 
served from fiscal year 1984 to 1987 increased by 25 percent. However, the 
number of students served in fiscal, year 1987 (246,739) reflects a decrease of 
16 percent from the number of students served in the previous year (294 954) 
The collsges have continued to concentrate their services in three 'areas 
(I.e., tutoring, educational/career counseling, and testing and evaluation).

While the number of students served through other direct services has declined 
ovei- this four-year period, a few colleges reported an increase in the use of 
innovative instructional services such as taped books for students who have 
visual impairments. 

Table 3 shows the number of students served in literacy development programs 
funded by the disadvantaged student grants. These funds provided 53,967 
contact hours of instruction and special support services to 10,630 
individuals who do not" read or read below the fifth-grade level. Based upon 
the Adult Performance Level study commissioned by the U.S. Department of 
Education, there were two million such individuals in Illinois in 1980. 
Community colleges serve many more individuals with literacy programs that ars 
not funded with disadvantaged student grants. For example, all colleges 
provide adult basic education funded through a combination of local funds. 
Adult Education Act grants, and ICCB state funds. In addition, many community 
colleges receivo special grants for literacy programs from the Secretary of 
State's literacy grant program. 

Sixteen districts ror>orted having developed support programs especially for 
minority students wxtn the assistance of the disadvantaged student grants. 
Tftble 4 presents the number of minority students served through these special 
programs. (Table A-^t provides a breakdown of minority students served and 
contact hours by institution.)

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The major services offered to minority students were tutoring and counseling 
(i.e., peer, career, academic and financial aid), some institutions conducted 
educational and cultural enrichment workshops and orientations. Many 
institutions indicated that they had not developed special minority programs 
funded through the disadvantaged student grant; however, they indicated that 
minority students are being served, along with non-minority students, through 
other support services funded by the grants as well as other resources . 

The disadvantaged student grant funds may be used to help colleges support 
adult basic, adult secondary, English as a Second Language, and remedial 
education course offerings. Table 5 reflects the course offerings by program 
type from fiscal year 1984 through 1987. (Table A-5 provides a breakdown of 
the number of credit hours and students served bv program type at each 
institution.) The number of students served over the four-year period has 
fluctuated on an annual basis although there was only a one percent decrease 
from fiscal year 1984 to fiscal year 1987. Prior to fiscal year 1985 there 
ware no restrictions on the amount of disadvantaged student grants that could 
be used to support credit courses. In fiscal year 1985 the funds for credit 
courses were sharply curtailed. Starting in fiscal year 1986 the rules allovj 
no more than 30 percent of the grant funds to be used for credit courses.' 
Credit hours genarated in these courses dropped by six percent from fiscal 
year 1984 to fiscal year 1987, but remained relatively stable from fiscal, 
year 1986 to fiscal year 1987. As indicated earlier in this report, the 
activities described here only reflect a portion of the total adult and 
remedial educational activities on college campuses. 

Table 6 presents the unaudited expenditures of disadvantaged student grant 
funds for fiscal year 1987. (Table A-6 provides a breakdown of the grant 
expenditures categories by institution.) Salaries and banefits in finical year 
1987 constituted approxim<^tely 72 percent of the total expenditures. The 
figures m this category include instructional costs for counselors 
instructors, tutors, readers, etc. The second highest cost of the grant 
programs was in administration comprising approximately 18 percent of the 
total expenditures. This category includes administrative and office staff 
salaries, and cost for office equipment, utilities, and rental of facilities. 
ICCB Rules require that the total administrative expenditure not exceed 30 
percent of each district's total disadvantaged student grant. Contractual 
services, which comprised slightly over five percent of the total cost, 
included the expenditures for such items as consultants and computer support.

Conclusions and Recommendations 

During fiscal year 1987 the disadvantaged student grant program was expandea 
to include special programs to serve minority students ♦ The rules for the 
grant were revised to clarify this additional objective and the amount of the 
grant was increased to fund these additional programs ♦ During fiscal year 
1987, 107,018 students were served through these special minority programs at 
comminity colleges < 

Although the number of students served by the disadvantaged student grant 
program during fiscal year 1987 decreased from fiscal year 1986, the number of 
contact service hours provided increased substantially ♦ The disadvantaged 
student grants enabled the community colleges to provide 1,037,768 contact 
hours of special instruction and support services to disadvantaged students 
during fiscal year 1987, an increase of over 55 percent from fiscal 
year 1986 • These special support services included tutoring, counseling, 
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testing/evaluation, referrals, and individualized assistance to the 
handicapped. Such services enable disadvantaged students to get the support 
they need to enable them to pursue college-level programs. 

Community colleges have a mission to serve the students that need special 
assistance to enable them to pursue college-level programs. m addition, 
community colleges enroll the vast majority of minority students that pursue 
higher education in Illinois. Based upon demographic changes occurring in the 
state, the enrollments of both disadvantaged and minority students should 
continue to increase dramatically. As a result, the need for special programs 
for minority students and for support services for disadvantaged students will 
continue to increase substantially.
